ERHAPS the most notable example of commercial integ- 
rity that can be found in our American business life 
is offered in the annual promulgation of the government 
a matter that is not without interest to the 
automotive industry. 

Every year the Department of Agriculture from its 
unusually complete reports compiles an estimate of the num- 
ber of bales of cotton that will be produced in the country 
during the current season. There are many private reports, 
many of which are surprisingly comprehensive, but the gov- 
ernment report is always awaited as the final and accurate 
estimate upon which are based the market movements for 
the rest of the year. 

This government cotton report is;compiled in the depart- 
ment in Washington. The men who do the work are experts 
in their line, but they are employed by Uncle Sam, who is 
not the most generous paymaster in the world. The salaries 
of even the department heads are modest. All these men 
know what effect the report they are compiling is likely to 
have upon the cotton market. Any one of them could take 
a private fortune by disclosing the information in his posses- 
sion before the appointed time. 

This year the government report showed a crop more 
than a million bales below the level that had been indicated 
in private estimates. Such a government report could not 
but send the price of cotton soaring. Every man who helped 
compile the report understood that. Yet there was not the 
slightest semblance of a leak. In fact, cotton futures had 
been slumping off for a week before the report issued, under 
the impression that it would show a larger crop than had 
been indicated. As a matter of fact, the price of cotton 
was falling until the government report was actually broad- 
cast.

More than 2,000 scien- 
tists will assemble in Detroit 
September 6 for the seventy- 
fourth meeting of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society, at 
which transatlantic aviation 
will be featured as a new field 


of automotive travel. 

Sessions covering every major 
sphere of chemical science wiil last 
yne week. For three days automo- 
ive experts from all over the coun- 
ry will take part in a national sym- 
»0sium, and, according to an an- 
1ouncement by Thomas A. Boyd of 
he General Motors research labor- 
itories, who has been appointed 
hairman, these questions will be 
iealt with:— 

“How largely were the flights of 
Lindbergh, Chamberlin, Maitland 
and Byrd aided by chemistry? 

“To what extent is the ordinary 
motorist indebted to chemical sci- 
ence? 

“Just what have chemistry and 
‘ts allied sciences done to make all 
Lutomotive transportation pos- 
sible? 

“What can chemistry still con- 
ribute to automotive travel?” 

Gasoline, rubber and alloy steels 
he three materials which largely 
ave made the automobile possible, 
vill be the theme of numerous ad 
lresses, said Mr. Boyd, associate oi 
Thomas Midgley, Jr., in General 
Motors researches, resulting in the 
liscovery of tetraethyl lead as a foe 
of knock. 

Food, gas and fuel, education, 
water, sewage and sanitation, dyes, 
biology, medicinal products and the 
history of chemistry will be dis- 
cussed at other sessions. 

The gas and fuel section of the 
society will hold a symposium on 
“The Chemistry of Industrial Gas” 
in addition to a joint session with 
the petroleum division on combus- 
tion in the automobile engine, in- 
cluding anti-knock problems. 

Other sessions will take up agri- 
culture, leather, oils, colloids and 
the chemistry of the proteins. Prom- 
inent women chemists will be among 
the speakers. 


Wisconsin Adopts 
New Motor Laws 


Kenosha, Wis., Aug. 16.— Wis- 
consin has adopted the recom- 
mendations of the Hoover confer- 
ence in its regulation of the oper- 
ation of motor vehicles and trail- 


ers. Legislation embodying the 
Hoover features has been signed 
by the governor. The changes in- 
clude the following :— 

Not more than three persons may 
ride in the driver's seat of an auto- 
mobile or truck. 

The maximum speed limit of 
trucks is increased approximately 
ten miles an hour. 

Stickers on windshields are pro- 
hibited unless permitted by law. 

Muffler cut-outs and spark-plug 
whistles are banned. 

Trucks of greater width than eight 
feet are required to carry clearance 
lights. 





logic of the no speed limit law is that conditions of traffic 
vary so widely that five miles per hour might sometimes | 
be dangerous and fifty be safe under other circumstances. | 

This whole question of limiting speed in the interests of | 
safety is a difficult one. The tendency in this country in| 
recent years has been to raise speed limits. Sooner or later | 
we are going to see speed limits abolished and a dangerous | 
driving statute the general rule.
